Savannah, Oct. 3.—For IS hours, 
from 3 o’clock Sunday morning until 6 
o’clock Sunday night, Savannah has 
been in .the grasp of a West Indiau 
cyclone. 
During that time the wind 
blew steadily from 50 to 70 miles an 
hour. 
While the city escaped with 
comparatively little damage, the loss ct 
property 
among 
the sea islands of 
Georgia and South Carolina coasts is 
l>elieved to be heavy. 
For miles in 
every direction the lowlands along the 
rivers are submerged. Only one fatality 
has so far been reported—the drowning 
of a negro while attempting to reach 
the mainland from a small island near 
Thunderbolt—but heavy loss of life is 
feared on the Sooth Carolina sea islands, 
where such fearful loss of life occurre i 
during the great tidal storm of 1893. 
The conditions now are similar to those 
during that storm. Owing to the sub­ 
merged country and the isolated loca 
tion or the islands no news can be had 
from them until the water subsides. 
For eight miles north of Savannah 
the entiie country is a lake with only 
the hummocks visible. At noon the 
water was eight feet above the higlu st 
tide. Driven on shore by the norm- 
east storm, it filled up on the islands, 
swept over banks and dams, carrying 
away the remnant of the rice crop that 
was left by the Angust storm and had 
not been gathered, and wiping out 
farm crops. 
The damage to shipping is consider­ 
able. The schooner Governor Ames, 
which was on her way to sea with a 
cargo of 1,500,000 feet of lumber, went 
adrift in the harbor, but was secured 
safely. The wharves at the quarantine 
station, at the entrance to the river 
here, were partially carried away. Tile 
quarantine officer and his family and 
servants were rescued early iu the day 
by a tug 
Four vessels which were ut 
anchor at the station w ere torn from 
their moorings aud driven into tile 
marshes. 
No news has been re vived from Ty­ 
bee since early yesterday morning and 
nothing is known of the damage there, 
At Thunderbolt and Lie of Hope, su­ 
burbs of ^savannah, ail me boat houses 
ou the banks and hundreds of small 
boats were carried awa/. 
The extent to which the railroads 
suffered is not fully known. The n a v a l 
stores aud cotton and lumber yards of 
the Plant system are submerged, aud 
the tracks of the Central of Georgia and 
Georgia and Alabama roads around the 
city are covered. 
Telegraph wires, ex­ 
cept one wire over the Western Union 
lines, are down and the condition of the 
railroad tracks is unknown. The tele 
phone, police, light and fire alarm wires 
are down and the city is in darkness. 
Gn Hutcninson’s island, opposite Sa­ 
vannah, aud separating the city from 
the South Carolina shore, there were 
many negro families rescued by boats 
from the revenue steamers Tybee and 
Bout well. Upwards of a hundred peo­ 
ple were brought from the island to the 
city in boats. 
All day long rescuing parties were at 
work. Considerable anxiety is felt for 
shipping at sea. The extent of the 
storm is unknown until telegraphic 
communication is restored or news is 
received from the country between Sa­ 
vannah and Jacksonville, over which 
the heaviest part of the storm passed, 
the full extent of its damage cannot be

ROtDS IN PORTO RICO. 


General Stone Says They Are 
Inexpensive to Build. 


LABOR CHEAP AND EXCELLENT. 


Good ll Itch ways. He Declares, W ill 
Have Great Influence on the D evel­ 
opment of the Island—Goat Path 
Transform ed Into a M ilitary Road. 
Average Cost of Roads Per Mile In 
Pat at f7BO—Steam and E lectric 
Railroads to Be Bnilt. 


General Roy Stone, after his remark­ 
able success in building a m ilitary road 
in Ponce in six days, now finds himself 
in a most important position bearing 
on the fntnra development of the island 
—practically the builder of all high­ 
ways and railroads. 
For years he has 
been ooifimissioner of highways 
in 
Washington, bnt his ingenuity and en­ 
gineering skill w ill be taxed to the u t­ 
most in making the roads of Porto Rico 
means of communication between cities 
instead of barriers, as they are now. 
When the New York Press correspond­ 
ent returned from his tour of the island, 
General Stone was interested greatly in 
his observations of the condition of the 
roads, as the correspondent had traversed 
many miles of the alleged native roads 
that no American had ventuied over. 
“ The whole future of the island,” 
said the general, “ depends upon the de­ 
velopment of means of communication 
—highways and railroads. When I first 
landed at Ponce, my trip to Utnado was 
merely one of survey in advance of the 
movement of the army from here. Our 
infoimation from those who should have 
known was that there was good macad­ 
am from Ponce to A djuntas; also good 
macadam from Utnado north to Ared bo. 
“ On our way to Utnado I found my­ 
self in the midst of a campaign to get 
possession of the country, but after a 
couple of days of this diversion I re­ 
turned to the roads. I saw at once that 
a m ilitary road could be bnilt between 
Adjuntas and Utnado, thus placing one 
division of the army quickly to the 
front I reported this fact, and Chief 
Engineer Blaok was sent out to look 
over the goat path J had reported on. 
His decision was that the road could 
not be built on account of the rooks, as 
most of the path hugged the sides of 
steep hills. 
Bnt I was ordered to go 
ahead, and in six days that former dan­ 
gerous, narrow path, over deep gorges, 
was ready for army wagons, and they 
traveled over it safely. 
“ Now, regarding this road and all 
the highways to be built here in the fu­ 
ture, the difficulty is not nearly so great 
as it seems. 
In my first preliminary 
trip I noticed the rock was w hat is call­ 
ed Shisto’s formation, a sort of rotting 
granite. Whut appeared immense, hard 
bowlders and solid rock I could prick 
easily with the point of my sword, and 
they yielded readily to pick and crow­ 
bar. This may be taken as a type of the 
rock formation we w ill find almost ev­ 
erywhere in the island. The decaying 
rock accounts for the deep soil in the 
mountains and explains why the soil 
maintains its plaoe even in the steepest 
hills. It is so deep and so absorbent that 
it takes up the heaviest rains. Then 
there is no frost to break it up. This 
entire absence of frost is very important, 
as its destructive power on roads is well 
known in our country and adds im­ 
mensely to the expense in maintaining 
them. If they had our frosts here, the 
hard bones of the mountains would be 
bare, instead of being covered with a 
soft, rich, absorbent soil that prevents 
great floods and landslides. 
“ The building of ten miles of road 
along a precipitous mountain face in 
six days I found to be a question of only 
moderate expenditure. If I had not test­ 
ed those rocks with my sword, I would 
have thought it would take a month to 
build and be three or four times the 
cost. This road to Utuado was built 
only as a shelf cut into the hillside. 
There was no attem pt at banking, as 
the mountain was so steep the banks 
woald have rattled into the river, hun­ 
dreds of feet below. This method, of 
course, leaves a slope on the side that 
is liable to slip—the wider the road the 
steeper the slope, of course. 
Retaining 
walls ou the outside were impossible, 
as there was no foundation except thin 
air. On the inside they would be too 
costly, so the road was built without 
walls on either side. 
The small land­ 
slides can be shoveled away easily, and 
in a short while the road will regulate 
itself. 
“ One particular point—no ditches 
must be made in the deep soil on the side 
of hill roads, as we do in our country. In 
a short while these ditches, in carrying 
off the tremendous rainfall, would cut 
deep gullies through your road and 
make it impassable. 
Instead of sloping 
the road inward, as we do in our coun­ 
try, it slopes outward to the very edge, 
thus carrying off the rains easily, w ith­ 
out getting cut up. The road between 
Utuado and Giales—aud, in fact, all of 
the mountain highways—should and 
will be made in this way. 
“ The road that you describe between 
Utuado and Lares—that half nearing 
Lares especially—is a different problem 
and must be solved in another way. It 
Is a flat, swampy country and in the 
rainy season no wagons can pass. Horses 
sink in the soft mud to the shoulder. 


This road will be turned lino a stone 
causeway, with deep ditches on either 
side to hold the rain until absorbed by 
the soft soil. The country is full of 
bowlders that can be broken up and used 
in this way. 
A covering of fine broken 
stone will make a splendid highway of 
it. As there ie no frost to break it np 
the top layei need not be deep, and it 
will improve with age and use. 
“ As to the trails or goat paths yon 
encounter between inland towns, as a 
rule they are pretty well engineered. 
The native, with a heavily laden pack 
horse, became a natural engineer from 
necessity. Between Ad juntas and Utua­ 
do, for instance, I was able to follow 
the foot trail almost exactly with the 
broad m ilitary road, as the grades were 
easy, the turns not too sharp and the 
route the best to be found. 
I can’t im­ 
agine how it was first laid out—native 
necessity and natural engineering did 
it, no doubt. If this is not true in all 
cases, our able engineers will find a 
better way. 
“ The effect of this one demonstration 
shows that roads can be built all 
through the island at a cost not to ex­ 
ceed 31,000 a m ila 
Indeed, I will put 
the average at $750 a mile at the pres­ 
ent rate of wages, wonderfully cheap 
when you now consider that the roads 
are mostly impassable. 
But nature has 
not done so badly after all, as she has 
left all the material here for man to 
remedy her defects. 
At least 150 miles 
of these roads will be hoi It at once. The 
native labor is extremely good, intelli­ 
gent and faithful. 
The men sing at 
their work to cheer each other on. They 
are wonderful mountain climbers, and 
I saw natives work on the face of a cliff 
in a way that made my head swim. 
One man pried a rock from under his 
feet, then stepped off calmly just as it 
fell 600 feet. 
“ The actual rate of wages in Ameri­ 
can money does not exceed 20 cents a 
day. 
They are glad to get this, aud 
they and their families live compara­ 
tively well on it, except that they get 
little meat or bread. 
They are happy 
with their salt fish and plantain. The 
first ten miles of road were built hastily, 
as a m ilitary necessity. 
Extra wages 
were paid to a large force, and of course 
the supervision was insufficient because 
of the many gangs at work at the same 
time. 
The other roads will be made 
more deliberately as permanent institu­ 
tions, and they will not cost so much. 
The importance of these highways as 
bearing on the future development of 
the island is something tremendous. As 
it is now the rocky goat paths and im­ 
passable miles of mud are barriers be­ 
tween the interior and the coast towns 
for six months of the year. 
Instead of 
assisting communication all traffic prac­ 
tically is stopped, and only an occasional 
pack horse flounders through. 
“ Even at the best a large portion of 
the native labor is diverted from its 
proper channel to an unnecessary waste 
of time in straggling along the almost 
impassable roads in an effort to carry 
goods to market. Speed in transporta­ 
tion depends on fords, as there are 
scarcely any bridges. A rush of high 
water means certain delay after a fight 
of perhaps SO miles to reach a market 
or a port. W ith good roads and bridges 
all this energy expended by men and 
pack horses will 
be turned into its 
proper channel—cultivation of the soil. 
So it can be seen easily that the future 
of the island depends on the highways 
and railroads to be built. Towns isolat­ 
ed for days, if not for weeks or months, 
will be in constant communication with 
eaoh other, while the country planta­ 
tions w ill always be close to a m arket 
This w ill teach the natives at last what 
trade really is. 
“ Regarding steam 
railroads, 
that 
work w ill at first be confined to building 
a marginal road around the entire is­ 
land, taking in every coast town and 
city. This railway w ill be about 300 
miles leng. 
Almost one-half of it is 
built now, in stretches, connecting cer­ 
tain coast cities, bat the roadbed and 
rolling stock are in bad condition. From 
San Juan a line now runs 50 miles to 
the west and 15 miles to the east. From 
Ponce to Yauco there is a railroad, and 
other less important connections are 
made w ith trains few and far between. 
“ It is possible that one or two rail­ 
roads can be run to cities in the interior, 
though the engineering difficulties will 
be great. 
Two great mountain ranges 
extend the entire length of the island. 
The southern range apparently is un­ 
broken, but a careful survey may locate 
a lower pass than any now known. 
This survey will be made as soon as 
possible, as there w ill be no delay in 
offering me every opportunity for free 
investigation and a full report as to the 
necessities of the island in the way of 
transportation facilities. 
“ The population of the island is so 
dense and the country so productive 
that I think electric railways of the 
same gauge as the steam railways can 
be built all through the interior aud 
connecting coast tow na The electricity 
can best be supplied by the splendid 
water powei facilities distributed so 
freely everywhere. 
The electric plants 
at Ponce, Utuado and May agues and 
other places are run by water power 
now. On these electric railways freight, 
as well as passengers, oould be carried 
with great profit. 
Being of the same 
gauge as the steam railways, this freight 
could be transported speedily to the 
ports. Private capital already contem­ 
plates this, I hear.

James E. Wilson, secretary of agri­ 
culture, in his recent absence from 
Washington read Sir William Crookes’ 
presidential address to the British asso­ 
ciation at Bristol upon the wheat sup­ 
ply of the world, published in The Sun 
recently, and upon his return to Wash­ 
ington the other day expressed with 
much vigor his dissent from Sir W il­ 
liam ’s conclusions. 
“ Professor Orookes,’’ said the secre­ 
tary to a reporter, “ takes the posi­ 
tion that the possible wheat lands 
thronghont the whole world have been 
brought under cultivation—that there 
are no more in the United States. It is 
true that the territory of the United 
States has been settled clear to the Pa­ 
cific coast, but it is also true that lands 
originally sown in wheat and devoted 
to some other crops would again pro­ 
duce wheat abundantly if the price 
were high enough. The corn belt in the 
Mississippi valley was devoted by the 
original settlers to the raising of wheat 
to a considerable extent, and continuous 
growing of that crop for IO or 12 years 
without rotation exhausted the availa­ 
ble plant food. Farmers then turned 
their attention to stock raising, grow­ 
ing crops to feed their animals, rotating 
grains and grass. These grass lands will 
yield wheat as abundantly as ever, hut 
it is grown now so abundantly that 
farmers do not get good prices for it. 
“ Wheat is an unusual grain,’’ con­ 
tinued the secretary. “ It can be grown 
where corn cannot; it can be grown 
where grasses cannot. 
Wheat is the 
highest priced cereal, the favorite food 
in Latin couutries. 
It is always a cash 
article. New settlers in new countries 
reached by new railroads are generally 
men of small means, and they first pro­ 
duce wheat in their new locations, be­ 
cause it is a cash article. One of the 
states in the middle west now prodncing 
little or no wheat could in a system of 
rotation produce a very large crop of 
wheat and woald do so were the price 
high enough to justify the effort Wheat 
is not grown because it does not pay. To 
illustrate: I was director of the Iowa 
agricultural experiment station for six 
years. 
We found that one specimen of 
Russian wheat would produce in that 
locality 40 bushels to the aore. 
“ W ithin the past few years, through 
the agency of agricultural experiment 
stations, we have been able to ascertain 
the value of wheat as food stuffs for 
animals. 
We know that 60 pounds of 
average wheat will make 13 pounds of 
live hog, and it is extensively fed when 
the price drops down low. Wheat is the 
most nutritious of all grains. Its nutri­ 
tive value is determined by the ratio 
existing between the bulk of nitroge­ 
nous aud carbonaceous matter in the 
cereal. 
Wheat has I part of digestible 
nitrogenous to 6% of carbonaceous; 
oats, I to 7; rye, I to 1% ; barley, I to 
8; corn, I to IO; rice, I to 15; peas and 
beans, I to 2 or S. Nothing comes near­ 
er to being a complete ration for a hu­ 
man being than the army hard tack fur­ 
nished to our soldiers, unless it be milk, 
and you can’t always get that. 
“ When you civilize a man, he wants 
wheat and beefsteak. The nitrogenous 
element in food is sought by all classes 
and nationalities of people. To baked 
potatoes man adds buttermilk. 
The 
New Englander is partial to pork and 
beans. The one balances the other. Oat­ 
meal and skimmilk make a proper com­ 
bination. The Chinaman, who is report­ 
ed to live on rice, grows beans to eat 
with it, the Japanese add fish. 
“ But that is getting away from the 
point at issue, which is that the world’s 
wheat lands, or at least so far as we are 
concerned, those of the United States, 
are all under cultivation. Sir William 
is unduly excited, and his emotion is 
caused by a lack of appreciation, if not 
knowledge, of the resources of our coun­ 
try. 
He advocates increased electrical 
agitation of the atmosphere as the only 
method of precipitating the nitrates in 
the air and thus replenishing the pro­ 
ductive powers of the earth. It is much 
better, it seems to me, to plant clover 
and other legumes, which produce the 
nitrates much faster than electrical dis 
turbances. It puts them where they are 
wanted, too, while an electrical agitation 
might visit itself in violence and de­ 
struction upon your neighbor’s property, 
where it could by no possibility do any 
good in any event.”

This 
entire absence of frost is very important, 
as its destructive power on roads is well 
known in our country and adds im ­ 
mensely to the expense in maintaining 
them. If they bad our frosts here, the 
hard bones of the mountains would be 
bare, instead of being covered with a 
soft, rich, absorbent soil that prevents 
great floods and landslides. 
“ The building of ten miles of road 
along a precipitous mountain face in 
six days I found to be a question of only 
moderate expenditure. If I had not test­ 
ed those rocks with my sword, I would 
have thought it would take a month to 
build aud be three or four times the 
cost. This road to Utuado was built 
only as a shelf cut into the hillside. 
Theie was no attempt at banking, as 
the mountain was so steep the banks 
would have rattled into the river, hun­ 
dreds of feet below. This method, of 
course, leaves a slope on the side that 
is liable to slip—the wider the road the 
steeper the slope, of course. 
Retainiug 
walls on the outside were impossible, 
as there was no foundation except thin 
air. On the inside they would be too 
costly, so the road was built without 
walls on either side. 
The small land­ 
slides can be shoveled away easily, and 
in a short while the road will regulate 
itself. 
“ One particular point—no ditches 
must be made in the deep soil on the side 
of hill roads, as we do in our country. In 
a short while these ditches, in carrying 
off the tremendous rainfall, would cut 
deep gullies through your road and 
make it impassable. 
Instead of sloping 
the road inward, as we do in our coun­ 
try, it slopes outward to the very edge, 
thus carrying off the rains easily, w ith­ 
out getting cut up. 
The road between 
Utuado and Ciales—aud, in fact, all of 
the mountain highways—should and 
will be made in this way. 
“ The road that you describe between 
Utuado and Lares—that half nearing 
Lares especially—is a different problem 
and must be solved in another way. It 
Is a flat, swampy country and in the 
rainy season no wagons can pass. Horses 
sink in the soft mud to the shoulder. 


This road will be turned into a stone 
causeway, with deep ditches on either 
side to hold the rain until absorbed by 
tho soft soil. 
The country i* full of 
bowlders that can be broken up and used 
in this way. 
A covering of fine broken 
stone will make a splendid highway of 
it. 
As there is no frost to break it up 
the top layei need not be deep, and it 
will improve with age and use. 
“ As to the trails or goat paths you 
encounter between inland towns, as a 
rule they are pretty well engineered. 
The native, with a heavily laden pack 
horse, became a natural engineer from 
necessity Between Adjuntas and Utua­ 
do, for instance, I was able to follow 
the foot trail almost exactly with the 
broad m ilitary road, as the grades were 
easy, the turns not too sharp aud the 
route the best to be found. 
I can’t im­ 
agine how it was first laid out—native 
necessity aud uatural engineering did 
it, no doubt. 
If this is not true in all 
cases, our able engineers will find a 
better way. 
“ The effect of this one demonstration 
shows that roads can be built all 
through the island at a cost not to ex­ 
ceed $1,000 a mile. 
Indeed, I will put 
the average at $750 a mile at the pres­ 
ent rate of wages, wonderfully cheap 
when you uow consider that the roads 
are mostly impassable. 
But nature has 
not done so badly after all, as she has 
left all the material hero for luau to 
remedy her defects. 
At least 150 miles 
of these roads w ill be built at once. The 
native labor is extremely good, intelli­ 
gent and faithful. 
The men sing at 
their work to cheer each other on. They 
are wonderful mountain climbers, and 
I saw natives work on the face of a cliff 
in a way that made my head swim 
One man pried a rock from under his 
feet, then stepped off calmly just as it 
fell GOO feet 
“ The actual rate of wages in Amen 
eau money does not exceed 20 Gents a 
day. 
They are glad to get this, anc 
they aud their families live coinpara 
tively well on it, except that they get 
little meat or bread. 
They are happy 
with their salt fish and plantain. The 
first ten miles of road were built hastily, 
as a m ilitary necessity. 
Extra wages 
were paid to a large force, and of course 
the supervision was insufficient because 
of the many gangs at work at the same 
time. 
The other roads will be made 
more deliberately as permanent institu­ 
tions, and they will not cost so much. 
The importance of these highways as 
bearing on the future development of 
the island is something tremendous. As 
it is uow the rocky goat paths and im 
passable miles of mud are barriers be 
tween the iuterior and the coast towns 
for six months of the year. 
Instead of 
assisting communication all traffic prac 
tically is stopped, and only an occasional 
pack horse flounders through. 
“ Even at the best a large portion of 
the native labor is diverted from its 
proper channel to an unnecessary waste 
of time in struggling along the almost 
impassable roads in an effort to carry 
goods to market. Speed in transporta­ 
tion depends on fords, as there are 
scarcely any bridges. 
A rush of high 
water means certain delay after a fight 
of perhaps SO miles to reach a market 
or a port. W ith good roads and bridges 
ail this energy expended by men and 
pack horses will 
be turned into its 
proper channel—cultivation of the soil. 
So it eau be seen easily that the future 
of the island depends on the highways 
and railroads to be built. Towns isolat­ 
ed for days, if not for weeks or mouths, 
will be in constant communication with 
each other, while the oouut.ry planta­ 
tions w ill always be close to a market. 
This w ill teach the natives at last what 
trade really is. 
“ Regarding steam 
railroads, 
that 
work will at first be confined to building 
a marginal road around the entire is­ 
land, taking in every coast town and 
city. This railway will be about 300 
miles leng. 
Almost one-half of it is 
built uow, in stretches, connecting cer­ 
tain coast cities, but the roadbed aud 
rolling stock are in bad condition. From 
San Juan a line now runs 50 miles to 
the west and 15 miles to the east. From 
Ponce to Yauco there is a railroad, aud 
other less important connections are 
made with trains few and far between. 
“ It is possible that one or two rail­ 
roads can be run to cities in the interior, 
though the engineering difficulties will 
be great. 
Two great mountain ranges 
extend the entire length of the island. 
The southern range apparently is un­ 
broken, but a careful survey may locate 
a lower pass than any now known. 
This survey will be made as soon as 
possible, as there will be no delay in 
offering me every opportunity for free 
investigation and a full report as to the 
necessities of the island iii the way of 
transportation facilities. 
“ The population of the island is so 
dense aud the country so productive 
that I think eleotrio railways of the 
same gauge as the steam railways can 
be built all through the interior aud 
connecting coast towns. The electricity 
can best be supplied by the splendid 
water pow el facilities distributed so 
freely everywhere. 
The electric plants 
at Ponce, Utuado and Mavaguez and 
other places are run by water power 
now. On these electric railways freight, 
as well as passengers, could be carried 
with great profit. 
Being of the same 
gauge as the steam railways, this freight 
could be transported speedily to the j 
ports. Private capital already contem­ 
plates this, I hear. 
But all such fran­ 
chises and power' lie in Washington.” 


LOTS OF WHEAT AREA 
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James E. Wilson, secretary of agri­ 
culture. in his recent abience from 
Washington read Sir William Crookes’ 
presidential address to the British asso­ 
ciation at Bristol upon the wheat sup­ 
ply of the world, published in The Sun 
recently, and upon his return to Wash­ 
ington the other day expressed with 
much vigor his dissent from Sir W il­ 
liam ’s conclusions. 
“ Professor Crookes,” said the secre­ 
tary to a reporter, “ takes the posi­ 
tion that the possible wheat lands 
thronghout the whole world have been 
brought under cultivation—that there 
are no more in the United States. It is 
trne that the territory of the United 
States has been settled dear to the Pa­ 
cific coast, but it is also true that lands 
originally sown in wheat and devoted 
to some other crops would again pro­ 
duce wheat abundantly if the price 
were high enough. The corn belt in the 
Mississippi valley was devoted by the 
original settlers to the raising of wheat 
to a considerable extent, and continuous 
growing of that crop for JO or 12 years 
without rotation exhausted the availa­ 
ble plant food. 
Farmers then turned 
their attention to stock raising, grow­ 
ing crops to feed their animals, rotating 
grains and grass. These grass lands wil 
yield wheat as abundantly as ever, but 
it is grown now so abundantly that 
farmers do not get good prices for it. 
“ Wheat is an unusual grain,’’ con 
tinned the secretary. “ It can be grown 
where corn cannot; it can be grown 
where grasses cannot. 
Wheat is the 
highest priced cereal, the favorite food 
in Latin conutriea 
It is always a cash 
article. 
New settlers in new countries 
reached by new railroads are generally 
men of small means, and they first pro­ 
duce wheat in their new locations, be 
cause it is a cash article. One of the 
states in the middle west now producing 
little or no wheat could in a system o:1 
rotation produce a very large crop of 
wheat and would do so were the price 
high enough to justify the effort Wheat 
is not grown because it does not pay. To 
illustrate: I was director of the Iowa 
agricultural experiment station for six 
years. 
We found that one specimen of 
Russian wheat would produce in that 
locality 40 bushels to the aore. 
“ Within the past few years, through 
the agency of agrionltural experiment 
stations, we have been able to ascertain 
the value of wheat as food stuffs for 
animals. 
We know that GO pounds of 
average wheat will make 13 pounds of 
live hog, and it is extensively fed when 
the price drops down low. Wheat is the 
most nutritious of all grains. Its uutri 
tive value is determined by the ratio 
existing between the bulk of nitroge 
nous and carbonaceous matter in the 
cereal. 
Wheat has J part of digestible 
nitrogenous to 
of carbonaceous 
oats, I to 7; rye, I to 7)£; barley, I to 
8; corn, I to IO; rice, I to 15; peas anc 
beaus, I to 2 or 3. Nothing comes near 
er to being a complete ration for a hu­ 
man being than the army hard tack fur­ 
nished to our soldiers, unless it be milk, 
aud you can’t always get that. 
“ When you civilize a man, he wants 
wheat and beefsteak. The nitrogenous 
element in food is sought by all classes 
aud nationalities of people. To baked 
potatoes man adds buttermilk. 
The 
New Englander is partial to pork and 
beans. The one balances the other. Oat­ 
meal and skimmilk make a proper com­ 
bination. The Chinaman, w'ho is report 
ed to live on rice, grows beaus to eat 
with it, the Japanese add fish. 
“ But that is getting away from the 
point at issue, which is that the world’s 
wheat lands, or at least so far as we are 
concerned, those of the United States, 
are all under cultivation. Sir William 
is undnly excited, and his emotion is 
caused by a lack of appreciation, if not 
knowledge, of the resources of our coun­ 
try. 
He advocates increased electrical 
agitation of the atmosphere as the only 
method of precipitating the nitrates in 
the air and thus replenishing the pro­ 
ductive powers of the earth. It is much 
better, it seems to me, to plant clover 
and other legumes, which produce the 
nitrates much faster than electrical dis 
turbances. It puts them where they are 
wanted, too, while an electrical agitation 
might visit itself in violence and de­ 
struction upon yoar neighbor’s property, 
where it could by no possibility do any 
good in any event. ’’ 
Secretary Wilson spoke of his trip to 
the Genesee valley, which, he said, il­ 
lustrated his contention. 
“ The first great wheat growing of the 
country was done there, but the people 
now feed live stock on the grass grow­ 
ing in the old Wheatfields and 
buy 
their flour at Minneapolis, getting it for 
less money than it would cost them to 
make it, and yet these same grass lands 
could now produce as much wheat as 
ever, and would if it paid. Congress­ 
man Wadswoitb, chairman of the com­ 
mittee on agriculture in the bouse, who 
is fattening 700 steers on his place, and 
his neighbors as well find it more profit­ 
able to farm that way than to follow the 
practices of the early day. producing 
nothing but grain.’’—New \ ork Sun.

Twenty-®**"• Lancer** Heroic Ride 
Throats;!* the Dervlnh Horne and 
Foot — Sergeant 
Major 
Brennan'a 
Gallant Rescue. 


The new moon of late August, ae 
cording to Arab notions, bodes bad lock 
for the dervishes. 
It was “ not a fight­ 
ing moon.’’ If it were, it would have 
been half on its back, trailing like a 
scimiter, but it was a very upright 
moon and encouraged the superstitious 
with the Auglo-Egyptian army most 
mightily. 
The army breakfasted at 4:30 and 
the battle began at 5:30 in the morning, 
the shells from the howitzers knocking 
soles in the Mahdi’s tomb. 
At 6:30 
other batteries got to work; at 6:45 the 
dervish advance began, and by 8:30 the 
irresistible movement of the Anglo- 
Igyptian forces on Omdunnan was un­ 
der way. The outskirts were reached at 
I p. rn., the sirdar entering a little after 
o’clock in the afternoon. 
One of the 
first places be visited was the house 
where Slatin Pasha was so long con­ 
fined. Little water or food was had by 
the Anglo-Egyptians for nearly 14 hours, 
and as night fell their exhaustion was 
complete. But the fight was won, they 
said, “ and what mattered now.” 
Acts of valor and heroism were com­ 
mon enough. 
Lieutenant Grenfell was 
killed early in a charge. Knowing that 
the dervishes would mutilate the body 
Lieutenant Montmorency and Lieuten­ 
ant Pirie rode back at the enemy, shot 
three or four of them and brought the 
lieutenant’s body out of the melee. 
Trooper Byrne, fighting with desperate 
valor, was badly wounded, first by a 
dervish sword and then by a rifle bullet, 
but the madness of battle was upon 
him, and he continued to fight. His 
troop officer told him “ to get outside.” 
He replied, “ Do let me have one more 
go at them, sir. ’ ’ Sergeant Major George 
Veysey got a slash from a dervish sword 
which severed his nose, and almost si- 
multeaneously a spear was thrust into 
his chest. 
Blood streamed from his 
wounds, but he still rode firmly in his 
saddle aud continued to cheer on his 
troop till the fight was over. 
Lieutenant Wormald of the Seventh 
hussars engaged an emir single handed 
and nearly came to grief. Delivering a 
terrific blow at the mail clad warrior, 
the lieutenant’s sword, striking against 
the chain armor, bent double, as though 
it were lead, but before the emir could 
get his own sword home Wormald hit 
him across the head with the bent sword 
and stunned him, and a lancer, oppor­ 
tunely coming along, Jo sh ed the chief­ 
tain. 
The finest display of individual hero­ 
ism was made by the khalifa’s brother, 
the famous emir Yaconb. Never did 
man show more supremo contempt for 
death. 
He rode at the head of a thick, 
dark crowd of horsemen and repeatedly 
tried to get to close quarters. Over and 
over again these horsemen galloped 
straight at our line, wheeled round aud 
thundered along our hoe, raising dense 
clouds of dust as they^ent aud leaving 
a trail of dead and dying men. 
At one 
moment a merciless rifle fire poured into 
their flank and rear, but they stopped, 
and, scorning to get out of range, gath­ 
ered in a dense mass round Yacoub’e 
standard and proudly faced the rain of 
lead. 
Then a great body of white clad 
footmen, screaming hoarsely the name 
of Allah and brandishing huge spears, 
ran at full speed across the open ground 
for no other purpose apparently than to 
die with their leader. Rifle and Maxim 
fire and shell from field guns swept 
through the mass and mowed them 
down, and not one man out of ten reach­ 
ed Yacoub’s standard. There they stood, 
with the few surviving horsemen still 
shouting fierce defiance at us, until not 
one man was left standing. So far from 
asking 
quarter, they simply hugged 
death. 
British cavalry never did a more he­ 
roic deed than was done by the Twenty- 
first lancers when they rode right 
through 3,000 dervish horse and foot. 
The charge formed no part of the sir­ 
dar’s plan of battle, and he did not 
give the word for it. Nor did it have 
any direct bearing upon the supreme 
issue of the day. 
But it was a superb 
display of military valor, and the regi­ 
ment came out of it in a state of exalta­ 
tion. As the lancers moved westward to 
cut off the retreat of the enemy, sudden­ 
ly they came across a depression full of 
dervishes. Without an instant’s hesita­ 
tion Colonel Martin ordered the charge 
to be sounded, and in a minute or two 
the troopers were slashing and thrust­ 
ing a way through the dense mass of 
the enemy. They made their way, but 
at no small cost, for out of a total 
strength of only 320 men with which 
the regiment went into the fray they 
lost no fewer than 40 killed and wound­ 
ed. Several horses were quickly ham­ 
strung, and their riders were cut to 
pieces by the tenacious foe.

Tho new moon of late August, ac­ 
cording to Arab notions, bodes bad lin k 
for the dervishes. 
It was “ not a fight­ 
ing moon.” If it were, it woald have 
been half on its back. trailing like a 
scimiter, but it was a very upright 
moon and encouraged the superstitious 
with the Anglo-Egyptian army most 
mightily. 
The army breakfasted at 4:30 and 
the battle began at 5:30 in the morning, 
the shells from tho howitzers knocking 
holes in the Mahdi’s tomb. 
At (5:30 
other batteries got to work; at 6:45 the 
dervish advance began, and by 8:30 the 
irresistible movement of the Anglo- 
Egyptian forces on Omdurman was un­ 
der way. The outskirts were reached at 
I p. rn., the sirdar entering a little after 
3 o ’clock in the afternoon. 
One of the 
first places he visited was the house 
where Slatin Pasha was so long con­ 
fined. Little water or food was had by 
the Anglo-Egyptian8 for nearly 14 hours, 
and as night fell their exhaustion was 
complete. 
But the fight was won, they 
said, “ aud what mattered now.” 
Acts of valor aud heroism were com­ 
mon enough. 
Lieutenant Grenfell was 
killed early in a charge. Knowing that 
the dervishes would mutilate the body 
Lieutenant Montmorency and Lieuten­ 
ant Pine rode back at the enemy, shot 
three or four of them and brought the 
lieutenant’s body out of the melee. 
Trooper Byrne, fighting with desperate 
valor, was badly wounded, first by a 
dervish sword and then by a rifle bullet, 
but the madness of battle was upon 
him, and he continued to fight. 
His 
troop officer told him “ to get outside.” 
He replied, “ Do let me have one more 
go at them, sir. ’ * Sergeant Major George 
Veysey got a slash from a dervish sword 
which severed his nose, and almost si- 
multeaneously a spear was thrust into 
his chest. 
Blood streamed from his 
wounds, but he still rode firmly in his 
saddle and continued to cheer on bis 
troop till the fight was over. 
Lieutenant Wormald of the Seventh 
hnssars engaged an emir single handed 
and nearly came to grief. Delivering a 
terrific blow at the mail clad warrior, 
the lieutenant’s sword, striking against 
the chain armor, bent double, as though 
it were lead, but before the emir could 
get his own sword home Wormald hit 
him across the head with the bent sword 
and stunned him, and a lancer, oppor­ 
tunely coming along, Jtyiahed the chief­ 
tain. 
The finest display of Individual hero­ 
ism was made by the khalifa’s brother, 
the famous emir Yaconb. 
Never did 
man show more supreme contempt for 
death. 
He rode at the head of a thick, 
dark crowd of horsemen and repeatedly 
tried to get to close quarters. Over and 
over again these horsemen galloped 
straight at our line, wheeled round and 
thundered along our £M)6» raising dense 
clouds of dust as theyvrent aud leaving 
a trail of dead and dying men. 
At one 
moment a merciless rifle fire poured into 
their flank and rear, but they stopped, 
and, scorning to get out of range, gath­ 
ered in a dense mass round Yacoub’s 
standard and proudly faced the rain of 
lead. 
Then a great body of white clad 
footmen, screaming hoarsely the name 
of Allah and brandishing huge spears, 
ran at full speed across the open ground 
for no other purpose apparently than to 
die with their leader. Rifle and Maxim 
fire and shell from field guns swept 
through 
the mass and mowed them 
down, and not one man oat of ten reach­ 
ed Yacoub’s standard. There they stood, 
with the few surviving horsemen still 
shooting fierce defiance at us, until not 
one man was left standing. So far from 
asking 
quarter, they simply hugged 
death. 
British cavalry never did a more he­ 
roic deed than was done by the Twenty- 
first lancers when they rode right 
through 3,000 dervish horse and foot. 
The charge formed no part of the sir­ 
dar’s plan of battle, and he did not 
give the word for it. 
Nor did it have 
any direct bearing upon the supreme 
issue of the day. 
But it was a superb 
display of military valor, and the regi­ 
ment came out of it in astate of exalta­ 
tion. As the lancers moved westward to 
cut off the retreat of the enemy, sudden­ 
ly they came across a depression full of 
dervishes. Without an instant’s hesita­ 
tion Colonel Martin ordered the charge 
to be sounded, and in a minute or two 
the troopers were slashing and thrust­ 
ing a way through the dense mass of 
the enemy. 
They made their way, but 
at no small cost, for out of a total 
strength of only 320 men with which 
the regiment went into the flay they 
lost no fewer than 40 killed and wound­ 
ed. 
Several horses were quickly ham­ 
strung, and their riders were cut to 
pieces by the ferocious foe. 
The single 
exception was Major Pinches. His horse 
was brought down to tho ground, and 
the officer fell among the furious der­ 
vishes.

The muscles, in common with all the 
organs of the body, have their stages of 
development and decline. Our physical 
strength increases up. to a certain age 
and then decreases. Tests of the strength 
of several thousands of people have been 
made by means of a dynamometer 
(strength measurer), and the following 
are given as the average figures for the 
white race: 
The lifting power” of a youth of 17 
years is 280 pounds. In his twentieth 
year this increases to 320 pounds, and 
in the thirtieth and thirty-first years it 
reaches its height, 356 pounds. At the 
end of the thirty first year the strength 
begins to decline, very slowly at first. 
By the fortieth year it has decreased 
eight pounds, and this diminution con­ 
tinues at a slightly increasing rate until 
the fiftieth year is reached, when the 
figure is 330 pounds. 
After this period the strength fails 
more and more rapidly until the weak­ 
ness of old age is reached. It is not pos- 
sible to give statistics of the decline of 
strength after the fiftieth year, as it 
varies to a large extent in different in­ 
dividuals.—Strand Magazine.

T h e O ld e a t P a t e n t . 
The question as to the holder of the 
oldest patent in this country has brought 
oat from the heirs of Joseph Jeucks 
some additional facts which tend to 
show that he was the first inventor in 
this country. Patents granted from the 
sovereign power of England for land, 
water and other privileges were not un­ 
common in early colonial times. Joseph 
Jeucks of Lynn, Mass., a number of 
years previous to receiving a patent for 
an invention of a scythe had been 
granted one for “ an application of wa­ 
ter power to mills. ” Biographical notes 
state that Mr. Jeucks introduced to the 
Massachusetts colony the idea of patent­ 
ing inventions, and that he might pro­ 
tect and introduce his ideas seems to 
have been a reason for coming to the 
new country. The grass scythe patented 
in 1652 was perhaps the most valuable 
of his inventions. The improvement 
over the old English scythe, with its 
short, thick blade, like a bush scythe, 
consisted in lengthening the blade, 
making it thinner and welding a square 
bar at the back and strengthening it. 
Today this scythe, practically unchang­ 
ed, is used in Europe and America. The 
patent was withheld from Mr. Jencks 
for nine years, as it was thought to be 
too valuable to be monopolized.—Hart­ 
ford Courant.

It mayor may not be true that it was 
Rossetti who urged Burne-Jones, when 
at the outset of his career, to connect 
with a hyphen “ Burue” and “Jones, ” 
says William Sharp in The Atlantic. 
“ ‘Jones’ is nobody,” Rossetti would 
declare, ‘‘only a particle of a vast mul­ 
tiple! But Burne-Jones—that is unmis­ 
takable!” 
It was an amusing trait in Rossetti 
that he was wont to designate the good 
work of this or that friend as the work 
of—and be would mention the most 
distinctive name or part name of the 
person concerned. Thus he would say, 
‘‘Yes, that is Burne-Jones, but this, 
this here, you know, is only Jones, ” or 
“ That now is the real Holman Hunt, 
but this here is only Hunt,” or, “ Yon 
can hear Tennyson in that, but Alfred 
wrote the other lines. ” 
I recall two amusing instances where 
Burne-Jones more or less unconsciously 
adopted the same method. He was asked 
once if he thought William Bell Scott 
more eminent as a poet or as an artist 
“ I never thought very highly of Bell, ” 
be replied. Then, seeing a look of sur­ 
prise, added, with a humorous twinkle, 
“ I liked old Bell Scott—old Scotus, as 
we always called him—immensely, and 
I think William Bell Scott wrote some 
very fine verse, but I always thought it 
was a pity that Bell took to painting!”

T h e O ld eat P a te n t. 
The question as to the holder of the 
oldest patent iii this country has brought 
out from the heirs of Joseph Jeucks 
some additional facts which tend to 
show that he was the first inventor in 
this country. Patents granted from the 
sovereign power of England for land, 
water and other privileges were not un­ 
common iii early colonial times. Joseph 
Jencks of Lynn, Mass., a number of 
years previous to receiving a patent for 
an invention of a scythe had been 
granted one for “an application of wa­ 
ter power to mills. ” Biographical notes 
state that Mr. Jencks introduced to the 
Massachusetts colony the idea of patent­ 
ing inventions, aud that he might pro­ 
tect and introduce his ideas seems to 
have been a reason for coming to the 
new country. The grass scythe patented 
in 1052 was perhaps the most valuable 
of his inventions. The improvement 
over the old English scythe, with its 
short, thick blade, like a bush scythe, 
consisted in lengthening the blade, 
making it thinner and welding a square 
bar at the back and strengthening it. 
Today this scythe, practically unchang­ 
ed, is used in Europe and America. The 
patent was withheld from Mr. Jencks 
for nine years, as it was thought to be 
too valuable to be monopolized.—Hart­ 
ford Courant.

Editorially a trade paper says this of 
the condition of trade: 
•‘News from the pottery centers are 
most encouraging and perhaps there 
Defer was a more solid and satisfactory 
trade since the establishment of the in­ 
dustry than at the present time. 
The 
feeling among potters was never more 
hopeful, and it is very certain that never 
before did American potters make as 
large a variety of goods, nor as good a 
Quality at as low a price, as they have 
been doing during the past year. The 
potteries, with few exceptions, are busy 
and many of them are branching out, 
adding new goods, and enlarging their 
productive capacity. Bodies have been 
improved, glazes made better in tones 
and quality; the modeling is of a higher 
class, designs and finishes are more 
ornate, more versatile, and of a decid­ 
edly higher type, and never before has 
decorative art been applied to industry 
to greater advantage than at the present 
time. 
One is really tempted to write 
out the names of men who have done 
distinguished service to their age and 
country by ennobling the potters’ art in 
the United States, until the industry 
has reached a point where it can be 
truthfully be said that in hotel china, in 
the substantial white granite dinner 
ware used by the majority of our plain 
people, as well as in the finer models, 
more pretentions and higher class din­ 
ner ware, vases, jardinieres and special­ 
ties, American goods compare very fa­ 
vorably with the best product of Europe, 
while it is contended by some of the 
best informed men who handle domestic 
and imported goods, that the American 
products average higher than the im­ 
ported, in lower and medium priced 
ware. It is therefore a pleasure to re­ 
cord that the American people are evi­ 
dencing a greater appreciation of do­ 
mestic goods than ever before, and it 
looks as though the large displacement 
of European goods daring the past year 
would be permanent, and that the time 
has come when this industry, estab­ 
lished by so many sacrifice, and only 
sparingly encouraged for nearly two 
decades, has found such a foothold as 
will make it hard to displace.”

4HHistant Secretary Brigham on Sir 
William (rooked’ Wheat Theory. 
Experts of the agricultural depart­ 
ment ridicule the published statement 
of Sir William Crookes, president of the 
British association, that future genera­ 
tions will bo deprived of wheat. 
“ Nonsense,” said Assistant Secretary 
Brigham. “ Why, let them keep the 
price of wheat up to $1 a bushel and the 
tanners of the United States will pro­ 
duce 1,000,000.000 bushels annually 
—yes, 
10,000,000,000 
bushels—and 
then have land to spare. The produc­ 
tion per acre can be doubled, and easily, 
too, by irrigation, fertilizers and other 
aids. The theory of Sir William Crookes, 
based upon figures whose source is not 
stated, is completely upset by the con­ 
ditions which the agricultural depart­ 
ment is enabled to show by means of its 
60,000 correspondents in all parts of 
the United States, who monthly and 
yearly 
supply reliable 
information 
touching every phase of the wheat 
question. 
“ It is a fact, to begin with, that the 
reserve of wheat is very low. Indeed, 
practically considered, the wheat eating 
population must be fed from current 
harvests and not in part, as heretofore 
in any one year, from the surplus of the 
previous year aswell as the crops of the 
current period. But there is no evidence, 
Sir William to the contrary notwith­ 
standing, that there is a large yearly 
increase in the wheat or bread consum­ 
ers. 
In fact, it can be maintained that 
the number is smaller today than it was 
15 years ago, although meantime there 
bas baen a yearly increase of possibly 
6,000,000 in the total population. 
“ The canning of fruits and meats, 
the growth of truck gardening near all 
the large cities, the development of 
transportation facilities, all have tend­ 
ed to decrease the demand for wheat, 
and its place has been taken on the food 
product list to some considerable extent 
by other staples and articles. 
Then 
again it is asserted in Washington that 
no arbitrary statements of the number 
of bread consumers can be made with 
safety, even by Sir William Crookes, and 
that their potential, not actual, capacity 
only can form the basis for such figures 
as the Englishman presents. There is, 
as a matter of fact, no reliable informa­ 
tion at hand, even with regard to the 
potential wheat area. 
In spite, how­ 
ever, of gloomy forebodings and the fact 
that the reserve stock is little if any at 
all, there is now enough wheat at hand 
for a year. The world never will run 
short of wheat, simply because the abil­ 
ity to grow the product in the United 
States alone cannot be measured by the 
cleverest statistician. No one has ever 
collected or attempted to oollect infor­ 
mation of America’s potentiality, be­ 
cause the extent of production is a va­ 
riable condition.”—St. Louis Republic

One of the Oaribbee’s passengers to 
Kingston, Jamaica, who was in Bridge­ 
town, Barbados, during the recent storm 
which raged in the Windward isles, gave 
a New York Tribune reporter a de­ 
scription of the tornado, which, by the 
way, carried off the roof of the house in 
which he was staying. “ The storm,” 
he said, “ was preceded by exceptionally 
hot weather. On the evening of Sept. 
IO heavy banks of dark gray olouds fill­ 
ed the sky, while a thick storm mist 
spread over the earth. People whose 
business forced them to be out of doors 
made for their homes, terror depicted 
on their faces. On every hand could be 
seen evidences that an unusual storm 
was approaching. At 6 o'clock darkness 
set in, the wind rose and a heavy rain 
began to tall. As the evening wore on 
the storm increased in intensity, and 
flashes of lightning, combined with the 
weird crash of falling trees, added to 
the terror of the people of the town. 
When the wind had become a gale, the 
roofs of the less solidly built houses be­ 
gan to be carried off, and occasionally 
the boom of falling walls would lend 
variety to the horrible concert of the 
elements. 
“ A majority of the houses in the col­ 
ony are frail structures of wood, and to 
such the wind showed no pity. Not one 
in five escaped damage, and at least one 
in three was destroyed, either by wind, 
fire or the floods of water which over­ 
flowed the streams. In many cases the 
inhabitants of these houses were killed 
in the ruins. 
At the time we left 
Bridgetown the telephone and telegraph 
poles on the island were all down, and 
it was impossible to obtain accurate 
data as to the loss of life or the damage 
to property. It was estimated at the of­ 
fice of the colonial secretary that at 
least 150 persons had been killed on the 
island of Barbados alone. Near Bridge­ 
town 40 deaths were registered on the 
day following the storm, and the hos­ 
pitals were crowded with victims who 
had been injured.”

tract from this letter: 
With regard to the management of 
this island by the United States, the 
case can be placed in a nutshell. The 
people are easily governed, but are ex­ 
citable and impulsive, ignorant and 
somewhat lazy. They require kind but 
firm direction. They are quite incapa­ 
ble of governing themselves; the Ameri­ 
cans must take the direction of affairs 
in their own bonds. While giving free 
scope to the insular congress aud au­ 
thorities, tile Americans must control 
and advise aud frequently insist. To 
continue and increase the prosperity of 
the island aud maintain the peace and 
security it has always enjoyed the prin­ 
ciples and will of the Americans must 
not only predominate in military affairs, 
but also in fiscal and administrative 
matters, aud, above all, in police ar­ 
rangements. It is absolutely necessary 
for the peace aud safety of the island 
that there should be established through 
ut the island a nicked bodv of men. a 


large majority of whom should be se-< 
lected from the United States army. 
The officers of this “ patrol regiment” ' 
from the colonel down «hould all be- 
Americans, at least until by precept and 
example the native soldiers who might 
from time to time be admitted had learn­ 
ed to fulfill the duties of such a responsi­ 
ble body of men. This body of men 
should be spread all over the country 
in groups of more or less numbers, aa 
circumstances require, aud should be in­ 
trusted with all kinds of police and in­ 
formation duties aud when called npon 
to assist the local police forces. I have 
bad the good fortune to be able to point 
out these and other matters to Generals 
Miles, Wilson, Stone and other United 
States officers, on which these gentlemen 
will be making good use of their oppor­ 
tunities to get full information, and the 
gentlemen who may be appointed by 
the United States government to carry 
out the idea will get every assistance 
from all the respectable inhabitants of 
the island. For myself, I need only say 
that I am always at the command of 
persons whose object is to improve Porto 
Rico in any and every respect.—Wash­ 
ington Post.

have forgotten to stop saying it. I know 
my tongue feels kind of tangled yet.” 
The explanation was accepted, and 
the trooper was thenceforth known by 
his self given nickname. A similar case 
of battlefield nomenclature is that of 
“ Tarantula Hank,” who was fighting 
valiantly in the trenches until one of the 
hideous and ferocious spiders came 
darting along toward him, whereupon 
he turned aud fled, nor could he be per­ 
suaded to return until a comrade had 
smashed the tarantula with the butt of 
a carbine. 
“ The 
Rockpicker” is a 
trooper who, 
while fighting in the 
trenches, had his carbine ruined by a 
Mauser bullet, whereupon, in a wild 
access of wrath, he rose and began to 
hurl rocks toward the Spanish lines 
with furious imprecations. As the near­ 
est Spanish fire wTas directed from a 
spot fully a third of a mile away it is 
not supposed that he added appreciably 
to the day’s carnage. “ P ills,” a name 
which by right belongs to the troop 
surgeon, has been bestowed upon a cor­ 
poral W’ho, during a swift advance, was 
heard to rattle like rain upon a tin 
roof, a phenomenon afterward explained 
by the fact that his shirt was full of 
pill boxes. Later on those pills were of 
great value to his troop. Many of the 
nicknames are conferred in a spirit of 
derision, their basis lying in contrast. 
Two men of diametrically opposite types 
were assigned to bunk together in the 
same tent and essentially became sw'orn 
friends. One was the typical fastidious 
clubman, the other a tobacco chewing, 
cursing, rough and ready bad man from 
the middle W'est. Immediately the club­ 
man was christened “ Tough Ike,” and 
his bunkie became known through the 
regiment as “ that d 
d dude, ” or for 
short, “ the D. D. ” “ Sheeny Solomon, ” 
sometimes called “ Old Clo’es, ” is a red 
headed Irishman, 6 feet 2 in his stock­ 
ing feet. The “ Imm igrant” is a trooper 
w’hose family helped settle New York. 
“ Rubber Shoe Andy” distinguished 
himself and won his name on scouting 
duty by invariably tumbling over some­ 
thing with a great clatter at the very 
moment when silence was most essen­ 
tial. 
There are three baldheaded men in 
one troop, known of course as the Suth­ 
erland {Sisters—Sister Jane, Sister Anne 
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ana Bister A rum in ta. 
A young fellow 
—aud a mighty good fighter, too—who 
is proud of his Jewish blood, has ac­ 
cepted with perfect equanimity the 
nickname of the “ Pork Chop. ” 
In the 
same troop with him is a private who 
is probably the mildest spoken man in 
the army. Cue evening, however, he 
got excited over something and w’as 
plainly beard by several auditors whose 
testimony is unimpeachable to exclaim, 
“ Oh, thunder!” That settled his case. 
He has been known ever since as “ Blas­ 
phemy B ill.” A Mississippi river gam­ 
bler, toted for his quiet demeanor, is 
called ‘He! I roarer, ” while the most pic­ 
turesque and flamboyantly profane man 
in the regiment rejoices in the name 
of “ Prayerful James. ” 
The funmaker 
for one troop is a light hearted Swede, 
always full of jokes, and because of his 
propensities and his nationality called 
the “ Weeping Dutchman.” To a cowboy 
who arose one night aud fled through 
the camp in his dreams, under the im­ 
pression that he was being pursued by 
an army of scorpions, his eastern bunkie 
has given the name of “ The Wicked 
Flea, ” because, as he says, it was a case 
of “ no man pursueth,” until a sentry 
collared the fugitive.—New York San

the island aud maintain the peace and 
security it has always enjoyed the prin­ 
ciples and will of the Americans must 
not only predominate in m ilitary affairs, 
but also in fiscal and administrative 
matters, aud, above all, in police ar­ 
rangements.

Perhaps the most important informa­ 
tion brought over by one or two of Colo­ 
nel H ay’s fellow travelers on the Teu­ 
tonic’s recent trip, who have had excel­ 
lent opportunities for obtaining infor­ 
mation in Great Britain and on the con­ 
tinent, is that Colonel Hay knows now 
the chief reason why Germany has been 
hovering like a seagull over the islands 
of the Philippine archipelago, ready to 
pounce upon some one of them, if good 
opportunity for doing that should offer. 
As the information conies from high 
diplomatic circles in Great Britain it 
cannot be possible that our next secre­ 
tary of state does not now know of it. 
Two or three years ago, perhaps a lit 
tie while before Germany made its suc­ 
cessful demand upon China for certain 
lights and opportunities upon the Chi­ 
nese coast, word was brought to the 
German coart that one of the islands in 
the Philippine archipelago contained 
vast deposits of coal of a quality almost 
equal to the best Welsh ooal. It was 
also said that this island had a good 
harbor and that coal mines were not 
far distant from it. It was known in 
Germany as well as in Great Britain 
that there were deposits of ooal in a 
number of the Philippine islands, bat 
the impression was that most of it 
was of poor quality, not suitable for 
producing high steam power and only 
available for commercial purposes after 
it had been treated by processes which 
would make its use rather expensive. 
For years vague rumors have been 
brought to the ears of the English, Ger­ 
man and other sailors that, while most 
of the ooal in the Philippine group was 
poor, some deposits were of the best 
quality and were practically inexhausti­ 
ble. Nobody believed these reports, for 
when the question was asked, *• Where 
is the island upon which these ooal de­ 
posits are to be discovered?” only the 
most vague answer could be given to it 
The island is somewhere. Some of the 
natives knew where, bat that was not 
a satisfactory response, in view of the 
fact that the Philippine group contained 
some 1,200 islands, big and little. 
However, the Germans must have got 
two or three years ago information 
which led them to go upon secret but 
persistent exploring expeditions through 
the group. 
They sailed in and out of 
the archipelago, going over almost un­ 
beaten pathways of the sea, made in ­ 
quiries, and, it is now understood, at 
last found th# island which contained 
coal exactly as the glowing reports had 
described it. That information the Ger­ 
mans have kept to themselves. 
If the 
insurgents of Luzon know where this 
island is, they have, so far as is known, 
revealed the information to no one. The 
belief is that Admiral De wey, not long 
after be took his position in front of 
Manila, heard of this valuable deposit— 
valuable certainly to a commercial and 
naval power. 
He is also presumed to 
have suspected that Germany’s chief 
object in the peculiar and irritating 
policy which was adopted from the 
time that the Spanish squadron was de­ 
stroyed by Dewey was not so much to 
make trouble for the Americans cr to 
aid Spain in any direct way as to get 
such advantage as would make it possi­ 
ble to obtain possession of this ooal pro­ 
ducing island. The information, which 
comes by well informed men from 
Great Britain, is that our own govern­ 
ment, or, if not the government, Ameri­ 
can enterprise, is seeking to discover 
which one of the islands of the Philip­ 
pine group this coal producer is. 
It is therefore believed in Great B rit­ 
ain that the maneuvering and mysteri­ 
ously irritating methods of the Ger­ 
mans in Philippine waters are to be ex­ 
plained solely by the desire of the em­ 
peror and his court to obtain not merely 
a coaling station, but a coaling station 
which is within convenient reach of a 
fine deposit of coal as good as that fa­ 
mous bituminous yield of the Welsh 
mines. It needs of course no demonstra­ 
tion to show the value of such a posses­ 
sion for Germany or any other nation 
whioh seeks large influences with re­ 
spect to the trade of Asia. Thanks to 
the policy of that sailor statesman, 
Dewey, Germany has found no pretext 
by which she would be enabled either 
to seize the island or to take advantage 
of any secret understanding which many 
diplomatists are convinced was reached 
with the Spanish government w ith re­ 
spect to a coaling station in the Philip­ 
pine group.—-Holland in Philadelphia 
Press.

GERMANS AT MANILA. 


THEIR REAL REASON FOR MENACING 


ADMIRAL DEW EY EXPLAINED.

Perhaps the most important informa­ 
tion brought over by one or two of Colo­ 
nel H ay’s fellow travelers on the Teu­ 
tonic’s recent trip, who have had excel­ 
lent opportunities for obtaining infor­ 
mation in Great Britain and on the con­ 
tinent, is that Colonel Hay knows now 
the chief reason why Germany has been 
hovering like a seagull over the islands 
of the Philippine archipelago, ready to 
pounce upon some one of them, if good 
opportunity for doing that should offer. 
As the information comes from high 
diplomatic circles in Great Britain it 
cannot be possible that our next secre­ 
tary of state does not now know of it. 
Two or three years ago, perhaps a lit­ 
tle while before Germany made its suc­ 
cessful demand upon China for certain 
lights and opportunities upon the Chi­ 
nese coast, word was brought to the 
German court that one of the islands in 
the Philippine archipelago contained 
vast deposits of coal of a quality almost 
equal to the best Welsh coal. 
It was 
also said that this island had a good 
harbor and that coal mines were not 
far distant from it. It was known in 
Germany as well as in Great Britain 
that there were deposits of coal in a 
number of the Philippine islands, but 
the impression was that most of it 
was of poor quality, not suitable for 
producing high steam power and only 
available for commercial purposes after 
it had been treated by processes which 
would make its use rather expensive. 
For years vague rumors have been 
brought to the ears of the English, Ger­ 
man and other sailors that, while most 
of the coal in the Philippine group was 
poor, some deposits were of the best 
quality and were practically inexhausti­ 
ble. Nobody believed these reports, for 
when the question was asked, ** Where 
is the island upon which these coal de­ 
posits are to be discovered?” only the 
most vague answer could be given to it 
The island is somewhere. Some of the 
natives knew where, bot that was not 
a satisfactory response, in view of the 
fact that the Philippine group contained 
some 1,200 islands, big and little. 
However, the Germans must have got 
two or three years ago information 
which led them to go upon secret but 
persistent exploring expeditions through 
the group. 
They sailed in and out of 
the archipelago, going over almost un­ 
beaten pathways of the sea, made in ­ 
quiries, and, it is now understood, at 
last found ths island which contained 
coal exactly as the glowing reports had 
described it. That information the Ger­ 
mans have kept to themselves. 
If the 
insurgents of Luzon know where this 
island is, they have, so far as is known, 
revealed the information to no one. The 
belief is that Admiral De wey, not long 
after be took his position in front of 
Manila, beard of this valuable deposit— 
valuable certainly to a commercial and 
naval power. 
He is ako presumed to 
have suspected that Germany’s chief 
object in the peculiar and irritating 
policy which was adopted from the 
time that the Spanish squadron was de­ 
stroyed by Dewey was not so much to 
make trouble for the Americans cr to 
aid Spain in any direct way as to get 
such advantage as would make it possi­ 
ble to obtain possession of this ooal pro­ 
ducing island. 
The information, which 
comes by well informed men from 
Great Britain, is that our own govern­ 
ment, or, if not the government, Ameri­ 
can enterprise, is seeking to discover 
which one of the islands of the Philip­ 
pine group this coal producer is. 
It is therefore believed in Great B rit­ 
ain that the maneuvering and mysteri­ 
ously irritating methods of the G er­ 
mans in Philippine waters are to be ex­ 
plained solely by the desire of the em­ 
peror and his court toobtaiu not merely 
a coaling station, but a coaling station 
which is within convenient reach of a 
fine deposit of coal as good as that fa­ 
mous bituminous yield of the Welsh 
mines. It needs of course no demonstra­ 
tion to show the value of such a posses­ 
sion for Germany or any other nation 
which seeks large influences with re­ 
spect to the trade of Asia. Thanks to 
the policy of that sailor statesman, 
Dewey, Germany has found no pretext 
by which she would be enabled either 
to seize the island or to take advantage 
of any secret understanding which many 
diplomatists are convinced was reached 
with the Spanish government with re­ 
spect to a coaling station in the P hilip­ 
pine group.—Holland in Philadelphia 
Press.

been in .the grasp of a West Indian 
cyclone. 
During that time the wind 
blew steadily from 50 to 70 miles an 
hour. 
While the city escaped with 
comparatively little damage, the loss ot 
property 
among 
the sea islands of 
Georgia and South Carolina coasts is 
believed to be heavy. 
For miles in 
every direction the lowlands along th** 
rivers are submerged. 
Only one fatality 
has so far been reported—the drowning 
of a negro while attempting to reach 
the mainland from a small island near 
Thunderbolt—but heavy loss of life is 
feared on the South Carolina sea islands, 
where such fearful loss of life occurre i 
during the great tidal storm of 1893. 
The conditions now are similar to those 
during that storm. 
Owing to the sub­ 
merged country and the isolated loea 
tion or the islands no news can be had 
from them until the water subsides. 
For eight miles north of Savannah 
the entiie country is a lake with only 
the hummocks visible. 
At noon the 
water was eight feet above the hight st 
tide. 
Driven on shore by the north­ 
east storm, it tilled up on the islands, 
swept over banks and dams, carrying 
away the remnant of the rice crop that 
was left by the August storm and had 
not been gathered, and wiping out 
farm crops. 
The damage to shipping is consider­ 
able. 
The schooner Governor Ames, 
which was on her way to sea with a 
cargo of 1,500,000 feet of lumber, went 
adrift in the harbor, but was secured 
safely. 
The wharves at the quarantine 
station, at the entrance to the river 
here, were partially carried away. The 
quarantine officer and his family aud 
servants were rescued early in the day 
bv a tug 
Four vessels which were at 
anchor at tho station were torn from 
their moorings aud driven into the 
marshes. 
No news has been re lived from Ty­ 
bee since early yesterday morning and 
nothing is known of the damage there, 
At Thunderbolt aud I-ie of Hope, su­ 
burbs of Savannah, ail tao boat houses 
ou the banks aud hundreds of small 
boats wer** carried awn. . 
The extent to which the railroads 
suff ered is not fully kn rom. 
The naval 
stores and cotton and lumber yards of 
the Plant system are submerged, aud 
the tracks of the Central of Georgia aud 
Georgia aud Alabama roads around the 
city are covered. 
Telegraph wires, ex­ 
cept one wire over the Western Union 
lines, are down aud the condition of the 
railroad tracks is unknown. 
The tele 
phone, police, light and fire alarm wire* 
are down and the city is in darkness. 
Ou Hutchinson’* island, opposite Sa­ 
vannah, aud separating the city from 
the South Carolina shore, there were 
many negro families rescued by boats 
from the revenue steamers Tybee and 
Boutwell. 
Upwards of a hundred peo­ 
ple were brought from the island to the 
city in boats. 
All day long rescuing parties were at 
work. 
Considerable anxiety is felt for 
shipping at sea. 
The extent of the 
storm is unknown until telegraphic 
communication is restored or news is 
received from the country between Sa- 
vanuah and .Jacksonville, over which 
the heaviest part of the storm passed, 
the full extent of its damage cannot be 
told.

General Roy Stone, after bis remark­ 
able success in building a military road 
in Ponce in six days, now finds himself 
in a most important position bearing 
on the future development of the island 
— practically the builder of all high­ 
ways and railroads. 
For years he has 
been coihmissioner of 
highways 
in 
Washington, but his ingenuity aud en­ 
gineering skill w ill be taxed to the ut­ 
most in making the roads of Porto Rico 
means of communication between cities 
instead of barriers, as they are now. 
When the New York Press correspond­ 
ent returned from his tour of the island, 
General Stone was interested greatly in 
his observations of the condition of the 
roads, as the correspondent had traversed 
Sam uel Long Got the U sual maijy mites of the alleged native roads 
that no American had ventured over. 
Fine. 
“ The whole future of the island,” 
said the general, “ depends upon tho de­ 
velopment of means of communication 
highways and railroads. When I first 
landed at Ponce, my trip to Utuado was 
merely one of survey in advance of the 
movement of the army from here. 
Our 
information from those who should have 
known was that there was good macad­ 
am from Ponce to Adjuntas; also good 
macadam from Utuado north to Arecibo. 
“ On our way to Utuado I found m y­ 
self in the midst of a campaign to get 
possession of the country, but after a 
couple of days of this diversion I re­ 
turned to the roads. 
I saw at once that 
a m ilitary road could be built between 
Adjuntas and Utuado, thus placing one 
division of the army quickly to the 
front. 
I reported this fact, and Chief 
Engineer Black was sent out to look 
over the goat path I had reported on. 
His decision was that the road could 
not be built on account of the rocks, as 
most of the path hugged the sides of 
steep hills. 
But I was ordered to go 
ahead, and in six days that former dan­ 
gerous, narrow path, over deep gorges, 
was ready for army wagons, and they 
traveled over it safely. 
“ Now, regarding this road and all 
the highways to be built here in the fu 
ture, the difficulty is not nearly so great 
as it seems. 
In my first preliminary 
trip I noticed the rock was what is call­ 
ed Shisto’s formation, a sort of rotting 
granite. What appeared immense, hard 
bowlders and solid rock I could prick 
easily with the point of my sword, and 
they yielded readily to pick and crow­ 
bar. This may be taken as a type of the 
rock formation we w ill find almost ev­ 
erywhere in the island. 
The decaying 
rock accounts for the deep soil in the 
mountains and explains why the soil 
maintains its place even in the steepest 
hills. It is so deep aud so absorbent that 
it takes up the heaviest rains. 
Then 
there is no frost to break it up. 
This 
entire absence of frost is very important, 
as its destructive power on roads is well 
known in our country aud adds im­ 
mensely to the expense iu maintaining 
them. 
If they had our frosts here, the 
hard bones of the mountains would be 
bare, instead of being covered with a 
soft, rich, absorbent soil that prevents 
great floods and landslides. 
“ The building of ten miles of road 
along a precipitous mountain face in 
six days I fouud to be a question of only 
moderate expenditure. If I had not test­ 
ed those rocks with my sword. I would 
have thought it would take a mouth to 
build and be three or four times the 
cost. 
This road to Utuado was built 
only as a shelf cut into the hillside. 
Theie was no attempt at banking, as 
the mountain was so steep the banks 
would have rattled into the river, hun­ 
dreds of feet below.

This road will be turned into a stone 
causeway, with deep ditches on either 
side to hold the rain until absorbed by 
the soft soil. 
The country is full of 
bowlders that can be broken up aud used 
in this way. 
A covering of fine broken 
stone will make a splendid highway of 
it. 
As there ie no frost to break it up 
the top layei need not be deep, and it 
will improve with age and use. 
“ As to the trails or goat paths yon 
encounter between inland towns, as a 
rule they are pretty well engineered. 
The native, with a heavily laden pack 
horse, became a natural engineer from 
necessity. Between Adjuntas and Utua­ 
do, for instance, I was able to follow 
the foot trail almost exactly with the 
broad military road, as the grades were 
easy, the turns not too sharp and the 
route the best to be found. 
I can’t im­ 
agine how it was first laid out—native 
necessity and natural engineering did 
it, no doubt. 
If this is not true in all 
cases, our able engineers w ill find a 
better way. 
“ The effect of this one demonstration 
shows that roads can be built all 
through the island at a cost not to ex­ 
ceed $1,000 a mile. 
Indeed, I w ill put 
the average at $750 a mile at the pres­ 
ent rate of wages, wonderfully cheap 
when you now consider that the roads 
are mostly impassable. 
But nature has 
not done bo badly after all, as she has 
left all the material here for man to 
remedy her defects. 
At least 150 miles 
of these roads w ill be built at once. The 
native labor is extremely good, intelli­ 
gent and faithful. 
The men sing at 
their work to cheer each other on. They 
are wonderful mountain climbers, and 
I saw natives work on the face of a cliff 
iii a way that made my head swim. 
One man pried a rock from tinder his 
feet, then stepped off calmly just as it 
fell OOO feet. 
“ The actual rate of wages in Ameri­ 
can money does not exceed 20 cents a 
day. 
They are glad to get this, and 
they aud their families live compara­ 
tively well on it, except that they get 
little meat or bread. 
They are happy 
with their salt fish and plantain. 
The 
first ten miles of road were built hastily, 
as a military necessity. 
Extra wages 
were paid to a large force, and of course 
the supervision was insufficient because 
of the many gangs at work at the same 
time. 
The other roads w ill be made 
more deliberately as permanent institu­ 
tions, and they w ill not cost so much. 
The importance of these highways as 
bearing on the future development of 
the island is something tremendous. As 
it is now the rocky goat paths and im ­ 
passable miles of mud are barriers be 
tween the interior and the coast towns 
for six months of the year. 
Instead of 
assisting communication all traffic prac 
tically is stopped, and only an occasions 
pack horse flounders through 
“ Even at the best a large portion of 
the native labor is diverted from its 
proper channel to an unnecessary waste 
of time in straggling along the almost 
impassable roads iu an effort to carry 
goods to market. 
Speed in transporta 
tion depends on fords, as there are 
scarcely any bridges. 
A rush of high 
water means certain delay after a fight 
of perhaps 80 miles to reach a market 
or a port. 
With good roads aud bridges 
all this energy expended by men aud 
pack horses w ill 
be turned into its 
proper channel—cultivation of the soil. 
So it can be seen easily that the future 
of the island depends on the highways 
and railroads to be built. Towns isolat­ 
ed for days, if not for weeks or months, 
w ill be in constant communication with 
each other, while the country planta 
tions w ill always be close to a market. 
This w ill teach the natives at last what 
trade really is. 
“ Regarding steam 
railroads, 
that 
work w ill at first be confined to building 
a marginal road around the entire is­ 
land, taking in every coast town and 
city. 
This railway w ill be about 300 
miles l«ng. 
Almost one-half of it is 
built now, in stretches, connecting cer­ 
tain coast cities, but the roadbed and 
rolling stock are in bad condition. From 
Ban Juan a line now runs 50 miles to 
the west aud 15 miles to the east. From 
Ponce to Yauoo there is a railroad, aud

I course, loaves a slope on the side that 
is liable to slip—the wider the road the ! 
steeper the slope, of course. 
Retaining 
I walls on the outside were impossible, 
as there was no foundation except thin 
air. 
On the inside they would be too 1 
costly, so the road was built without 
walls on either side. 
The small land- ! 
slides can be shoveled away easily, and 
in a short while the road w ill regulate 
itself. 
“ One particular point—no ditches 
must bo made in the deep soil on the side 
of hill roads, as we do in our country. In 1 
a short while these ditches, in carrying 
off the tremendous rainfall, would cut 
deep gullies through your road and 
make it impassable. 
Instead of sloping 
the road inward, as we do in our coun­ 
try, it slopes outward to the very edge, 
thus carrying off the rains easily, with­ 
out getting cut up, 
The road between 
Utuado aud Oiales—aud, in fact, all of 
the mountain highways—should aud 
will be made in this way. 
“ The road that you describe between 
Utuado and Lares—that half nearing 
Lares especially—is a different problem 
and must be solved in another way. 
It 
is a fiat, swampy country and in the 
rainy season nu wagons can pass. Horses 
sink in the coft mud to the shoulder. 


though the engineering difficulties will 
be great. 
Two great mountain ranges 
extend the entire length of tho island. 
The southern range apparently is un­ 
broken, but a careful survey may locate 
a lower pass than any now known. 
This survey will be made as soon as 
possible, as there w ill be no delay in 
offering me every opportunity for free 
investigation and a full report as to the 
necessities of the island in the way of 
transportation facilities. 
“ The population of the island is so 
dense and the country so productive 
that I think eleotrio railways of the 
same gauge as the steam railways can 
be built all through the interior aud 
connecting coast towns. The electricity 
can best be supplied by the splendid 
water powei facilities distributed so 
freely everywhere. 
The electric plants 
at Ponce, Utuado aud May agues and 
other places are run by water power 
now. On these electric railways freight, 
as well as passengers, could be carried 
with great profit. 
Being of the same 
gauge as the steam railways, this freight 
could be transported speedily to the 
ports. 
Private capital already con tem- 
plates this, I hear. 
But all such fran­ 
chises and power- lie in Washington." 


James E. Wilson, secretary of agri­ 
culture. in his recent abience from 
Washington read Sir William Crookes’ 
presidential address to the British asso­ 
ciation at Bristol upon the wheat sup­ 
ply of the world, published in The Sun 
recently, and upon his return to Wash­ 
ington the other day expressed with 
much vigor his dissent from Sir W il­ 
liam ’s conclusions. 
“ Professor Crookes," said the secre­ 
tary to a reporter, “ takes the posi­ 
tion 
that the possible wheat lands 
throughout the whole world have been 
brought under cultivation—that there 
are no more in the United States. 
It is 
trne that the territory of the United 
States has been settled dear to the Pa­ 
cific coast, but it is also true that lands 
originally sown in wheat and devoted 
to some other crops would again pro­ 
duce wheat abundantly if the price 
were high enough. The corn belt in the 
Mississippi valley was devoted by the 
original settlers to the raising of wheat 
to a considerable extent, arid continuous 
growing of that crop for IO or 12 years 
without rotation exhausted the availa­ 
ble plant food. 
Farmers then turned 
their attention to stock raising, grow­ 
ing crops to feed their animals, rotating 
grains and grass. These grass lands w ill 
yield wheat as abundantly as ever, but 
it is grown now so abundantly that 
farmers do not get good pricers for it. 
“ Wheat is an unusual grain," con­ 
tinued the secretary. “ It can be grown 
where corn cannot; it can be grown 
where grasses cannot. 
Wheat is the 
highest priced cereal, the favorite food 
in Latin countries. 
It is always a cash 
article. 
New settlers in new countries 
reached by new railroads are generally 
men of small means, aud they first pro­ 
duce wheat in their new locations, be­ 
cause it. is a cash article. 
One of the 
states in the middle west now producing 
little or no wheat could in a system of 
rotation produce a very large crop of 
wheat and would do so were the price 
high enough to justify the effort. Wheat 
is not grown because it does not pay. To 
illustrate: I was director of the Iowa 
agricultural experiment station for six 
years. 
We found that oue specimen of 
Russian wheat would produce in that 
locality 40 bushels to the acre. 
“ Within the past few years, through 
the agency of agricultural experiment 
stations, we have been able to ascertain 
the value of wheat as food stuffs for 
animals. 
We know that OO pounds of 
average wheat will make IS pounds of 
live hog, aud it is extensively fed when 
the price drops down low. Wheat is the 
most nutritious of all grains. Its nutri­ 
tive value is determined by the ratio 
existing between the bulk of nitroge­ 
nous and carbonaceous matter in the 
cereal. 
Wheat has I part of digestible 
nitrogenous to 6% of carbonaceous; 
oats, I to 7; rye, I to 1% ; barley, I to 
8; corn, I to IO; rice, I to 15; peas and 
beans, I to 2 or 8. Nothing comes near­ 
er to being a complete ration for a hu­ 
man being than the army hard tack fur­ 
nished to our soldiers, unless it be milk, 
and you can’t always get that. 
“ When you civilize a man, be wants 
wheat and beefsteak. 
The nitrogenous 
element in food is sought by all classes 
and nationalities of people. 
To baked 
potatoes man adds buttermilk. 
The 
New Englander is partial to pork and 
beans. The one balances the other. Oat­ 
meal and akimmilk make a proper com­ 
bination. The Chinaman, who is report­ 
ed to live on rice, grows beaus to eat 
with it, the Japanese add fish. 
“ But that is getting away from the 
point at issue, whioh is that the world’s 
wheat lands, or at least so far as we are 
concerned, those of the United States, 
are all under cultivation. 
Sir William 
is unduly excited, and his emotion is 
I caused by a lack of appreciation, if not 
knowledge, of the resources of our coun­ 
try. 
He advocates increased electrical 
agitation of the atmosphere as the only 
method of precipitating the nitrates in 
the air aud thus replenishing the pro­ 
ductive powers of the earth. It is much 
better, it seems to me, to plant clover 
and other legumes, which produce the 
nitrates much faster than electrical dis 
turbanoes. It puts them where they are 
wanted, too, while an electrical agitation 
might visit itself in violence and de­ 
struction upon your neighbor’s property, 
where it could by no possibility do any 
good in any event." 
Secretary Wilson spoke of his trip to 
the Genesee valley, which, he said, il­ 
lustrated his contention. 
“ The first great wheat growing of the 
country was done there, but the people 
now feed live stock on the grass grow­ 
ing in the old Wheatfields and 
buy 
their flour at Minneapolis, getting it for 
less money than it would cost them to 
make it, aud yet these same grass lauds 
could now produce as much wheat as 
ever, and would if it paid. 
Congress 
limn Wadawo ith, chairman of the com­ 
mittee ou agriculture in the house, who 
is fattening 700 steers on his place, and 
bis neighbors as well Aud it more profit­ 
able to farm that way than to follow the 
practices of the early day. producing 
nothing but grain,"—New lurk Bun.

Tho new moon of late August, ac 
cording to Arab notions, bodes bad luck 
for the dervishes. 
It was “ not a tight- I 
ing m oon.” 
If it were, it would have 
been half on its back, trailing like a 
scim iter, but it was a very upright 
moon and encouraged the superstitious 
with the Auglo-Egyptian arm y most 
m ightily. 
The arm y breakfasted at 4:30 and 
the battle began at 5:30 in the morning, 
the shells from the howitzers knocking 
holes in the M ahdi’e tomb. 
At 6:30 
other batteries got to w ork; at 6:45 the 
dervish advance began, and by 8:30 the 
irresistible movement of the Auglo- 
Egyptian forces on Om durman was u n ­ 
der way. The outskirts were reached at 
I p. rn., the sirdar entering a little after 
3 o’clock in the afternoon. 
One of the 
first places he visited was the house 
where Slatin Pasha was so long con­ 
fined. L ittle w ater or food was bad by 
the Anglo-Egyptians for nearly 14 hours, 
and as night fell their exhaustion was 
complete. 
But the fight was won, they 
said, “ and w hat m attered now .” 
Acts of valor aud heroism were com­ 
mon enough. 
Lieutenant Grenfell was | 
killed early in a charge. Knowing th at 
the dervishes would m utilate the body 
Lieutenant Montmorency and L ieuten­ 
ant Pirie rode back at the enemy, shot 
three or four of them and brought the 
lieutenant’s body out of the melee. 
Trooper Byrne, fighting w ith desperate 
valor, was badly wounded, first by a 
dervish sword and thou by a rifle bullet, 
but the madness of battle was upon 
him, and he continued to fight. 
His 
troop officer told him “ to get outside.” 
He replied, “ Do let me have one more 
go at them, sir.” Sergeant M ajor George 
Veysey got a slash from a dervish sword 
which severed his nose, and almost si- 
multeaneously a spear was thrust into 
his chest. 
Blood streamed from his 
wounds, but he still rode firmly in his 
saddle and continued to cheer on his 
troop till the fight was over. 
Lieutenant W ormald of the Seventh 
hussars engaged an em ir single handed 
and nearly came to grief. 
Delivering a 
terrific blow at the m ail clad warrior, 
the lieutenant's sword, striking against 
the chain armor, bent double, as though 
it were lead, but before the em ir could 
get bis own sword home W ormald hit 
him across the head w ith the bent sword 
and stunned him, and a lancer, oppor­ 
tunely coming along, J o s h e d the chief­ 
tain. 
The finest display of Individual hero­ 
ism was made by the k h alifa’s brother, 
the famous em ir Yaconb. 
Never did 
man show more supreme contempt for 
death. 
He rode at the head of a thick, 
dark crowd of horsemen and repeatedly 
tried to get to close quarters. Over and 
over again these ho»semen galloped 
straight at our line, wheeled round aud 
thundered along our£^oe, raising dense 
clouds of dust as th ey w en t aud leaving 
a trail of dead aud dying men. 
A t one 
moment a merciless rifle fire poured into 
their flunk aud rear, but they stopped, 
and, Morning to get out of range, g a th ­ 
ered in a dense mass round Yacoub’s 
standard and proudly faced the rain of 
lead. 
Then a great body of w hite clad 
footmen, screaming hoarsely the name 
of Allah aud brandishing huge spears, 
ran at full speed across the open ground 
for no other purpose apparently than to 
die w ith their leader. Rifle and Maxim 
fire aud shell from field guns swept 
through 
the mass aud mowed them 
down, and not one man out of ten reach­ 
ed Yacoub’s standard. There they stood, 
w ith the few surviving horsemen still 
shouting fierce defiance at us, until not 
one man wan left standing. So far from 
asking 
quarter, they sim ply hugged! 
death. 
British cavalry never did a more he-! 
roio deed than was done by the Twenty-1 
first lancers when they rode right 
through 8,000 dervish horse and foot, i 
The charge formed no part of the s ir-1 
d ar’s plan of battle, and he did not I 
give the word for it. 
Nor did it have 
any direct bearing upon the supreme 
issue of the day. 
But it was a superb 
display of m ilitary valor, aud tile regi­ 
m ent came out of it in a state of exalta­ 
tion. As the lancers moved westward to 
cut off tho retreat of the enemy, sudden­ 
ly they came across a depression full of 
dervishes. Without an instan t’s hesita­ 
tion Colonel M artin ordered the charge 
to be sounded, aud in a m inute or two 
the troopers were slashing and th ru st­ 
ing a way through the dense mass of 
the enemy. 
They made their way, but 
at no small cost, for out of a total 
strength of only 820 men w ith whi< Ii 
the regim ent went into the fray they 
lost no fewer than 40 killed and wound­ 
ed. 
Several horses were quickly ham ­ 
strung, and their riders were cut to 
pieces by the feiocious foe. 
The sin g le 
exception was Major Pinches. His horse 
was brought down to tho ground, and 
the officer fell among the furious der­ 
vishes. 
Sergeant Major Brenuan, who 
was riding ahead, saw tho major s peril 
and gallantly returned to his assistance. 
After a tough fight, in the course of 
which Brennan killed several dervishes, 
he succeeded in getting the officer on to 
bis own horse aud back to the regim ent. 
—Philadelphia Press.

BURNE-JONES. 


RoMwettl'e I n f l u e n c e I n C a o n ln g t h e 
A r t l e t t o H y p h e n a t e Ilia Aam**. 
It may or may not be true that it was 
Rossetti who urged Burne-Jones, when 
at the outset of his career, to connect 
with a hyphen “ Burne” and “ Jones,” 
says W illiam Sharp in The Atlantic. 
“ ‘Jones’ is nobody,” Rossetti would 
declare, “ only a particle of a vast m ul­ 
tiple! But Burne-Jones—that is unmis­ 
takable!” 
It was an amusing trait in Rossetti 
that be was wont to designate the good 
work of this or that friend as the work 
of—and be would mention the most 
distinctive name or part name of the 
person concerned. 
Thus he would say, 
“ Yes, that is Burne-Jones, but this, 
this here, you know’, is only Jones,” or 
“ That now is tho real Holman Hunt, 
but this here is only H unt,” or, “ You 
oan hear Tennyson in that, but Alfred 
wrote the other lines. ” 
I recall two amusing instances where 
Burne-Jones more or less unconsciously 
adopted the same method. He was asked 
once if he thought W illiam Bell Scott 
more eminent ms a poet or as an artist. 
“ I never thought very highly of B ell,” 
be replied. Then, seeing a look of sur­ 
prise, added, with a humorous twinkle, 
“ I liked old Bell Scott—old Scotus, as 
we always called him —immensely, and 
I think W illiam Bell Scott wrote some 
very fine verse, but I always thought it 
was a pity that Bell took to painting!” 
The other instance occurred when 
some one remarked to him that “ P ar­ 
nell was only an agitator.” “ Charles 
Stewart P arnell,” he replied with em­ 
phasis, “ was one of the greatest public 
men of our day and far aud away the 
ablest Irish leader.” “ But Parnell,”

Tho question as to tho holder of the 
oldest patent iii this country has brought 
out from tho heirs of Joseph Jencka 
some additional facts which tend to 
show that ho was tho first inventor in 
this country. Patents granted from the 
sovereign power of England for land, 
water aud other privileges were not un­ 
common iii early colonial times. Joseph 
Jencka of Lynn. Mass., a number of 
yours previous to receiving a patent for 
au invention of a scythe had been 
grunted one for “ an application of wa­ 
ter power to m ills.” Biographical notes 
state that Mr. Jencks introduced to the 
Massachusetts colony the idea of patent­ 
ing inventions, and that he might pro­ 
tect and introduce his ideas seems to 
have lieen a reason for coming to the 
new country. The grass scythe paten red 
in 1052 was perhaps the most valuable 
of his inventions. 
The improvement 
over the old English scythe, with its 
short, thick blade, like a bush scythe, 
consisted in lengthening the blade, 
making it thinner aud welding a square 
bar ut the buck aud strengthening it. 
Today this scythe, practically unchang­ 
ed, is used in Europe and America. The 
patent was withheld from Mr. Jencks 
for nine years, as it was thought to lie 
too valuable to be monopolized.—H art­ 
ford Courant.

potteries, with few exceptions, are busy 
and many of them are branching out, 
adding new goods, and enlarging their 
productive capacity. 
Bodies have been 
im proved, glazes made better in tones 
and quality; the modeling is of a higher 
class, designs aud finishes are more 
ornate, more versatile, and of a decid­ 
edly higher type, and never before has 
decorative art been applied to industry 
to greater advantage than at the present 
time. 
One is really tempted to write 
out the names of men who have done 
distinguished service to their age and 
country by ennobling the potters art in 
the United States, until the industry 
has reached a point where it can be 
truthfully be said that in hotel china, in 
the substantial white granite dinner 
ware used by the majority of our plain 
people, as well as in the finer models, 
more pretentious and higher class din­ 
ner ware, vases, jardinieres and special­ 
ties, 
American goods compare very fa­ 
vorably with the best product of Europe, 
while it is contended by some of the 
best informed men who handle domestic 
aud imported goods, that the American 
products average higher than the im ­ 
ported, in lower aud medium priced 
ware. 
It is therefore a pleasure to re­ 
cord that the American people are evi­ 
dencing a greater appreciation of do­ 
mestic goods than ever before, aud it 
looks as though the large displacement 
of European goods daring the past year 
would be permanent, aud that the time 
has come when this industry, estab­ 
lished by so many sacrifies, aud only 
sparingly encouraged for nearly two 
decades, has found such a foothold as 
will make it hard to displace.”

4HNiwtnnt Secretary Brigham on Sir 
W i l l i a m C rookes* W h e a t T h e o ry . 
Experts of the agricultural depart­ 
ment ridicule the published statement 
of Sir William Crookes, president of the 
British association, that future genera­ 
tions will ba deprived of wheat. 
“ Nonsense,” said Assistant Secretary 
Brigham. 
“ Why, let them keep the 
price of wheat up to l l a bushel and the 
farmers of the United States w ill pro­ 
duce 1,000,000.000 bushels 
annually 
—yes, 
10,000,000.000 
bushels—and 
then have land to spare. 
The produc­ 
tion per acre can be doubled, aud easily, 
too, by irrigation, fertilizers and other 
aids. The theory of Sir William Crookes, 
based upon figures whose source is not 
stated, is completely upset by the con­ 
ditions which the agricultural depart­ 
ment is enabled to show by means of its 
60,000 correspondents in all parts of 
the United States, who monthly aud 
yearly 
supply 
reliable 
information 
touching every phase of the wheat 
question. 
“ It is a fact, to begin with, that the 
reserve of wheat is very low. 
Indeed, 
practically considered, the wheat eating 
population must be fed from current 
harvests and not in part, as heretofore 
in any one year, from the surplus of the 
previous year asw ell as the crops of the 
current period. But there is no evidence, 
Sir W illiam to the contrary notwith­ 
standing. that there is a large yearly 
increase in the wheat or bread consum­ 
ers. 
In fact, it can be maintained that 
the number is smaller today than it was 
15 years ago, although meantime there 
has bsen a yearly increase of possibly 
6,000,000 in the total population. 
“ The canning of fruits and meats, 
the growth of truck gardening near all 
the large cities, the development of 
transportation facilities, all have tend­ 
ed to decrease the demand for wheat, 
and its place has been taken on the food 
product list to some considerable extent 
by other staples and articles. 
Then 
again it is asserted in Washington that 
no arbitrary statements of the number 
of bread consumers can be made with 
safety, even by Sir William Crookes, and 
that their potential, not actual, capacity 
only can form the basis for such figures 
as the Englishman presents. 
There is, 
as a matter o f fact, no reliable informa­ 
tion at hand, even with regard to the 
potential wheat area. 
In spite, how­ 
ever, of gloomy forebodings and the fact 
that the reserve stock is little if any at 
all, there is now enough wheat at hand 
for a year. 
The world never will run 
short of wheat, simply because the abil­ 
ity to grow the product in the United 
States alone cannot be measured by the 
cleverest statistician. 
No one has ever 
collected or attempted to collect infor­ 
mation of America’s potentiality, be­ 
cause the extent of production is a va­ 
riable condition.” —St. Louis Republic

One of the Caribbee’s passengers to 
Kingston, Jamaica, who was in Bridge­ 
town, Barbados, during the recent storm 
which raged in the Windward isles, gave 
a New York Tribune reporter a de­ 
scription of the tornado, which, by the 
way, carried off the roof of the bouse in 
which he was staying. 
“ The storm,’ 
he said, “ was preceded by exceptionally 
hot weather. 
On the evening of Sept 
IO heavy banks of dark gray clouds fill­ 
ed the sky, while a thick storm mist 
spread over the earth. 
People whose 
business foiced them to be out of doors 
made for their homes, terror depicted 
on their faces. 
On every hand could be 
seen evidences that an unusual storm 
was approaching. At 6 o’clock darkness 
set in, the wind rose and a heavy rain 
began to fall. 
As the evening wore on 
the storm increased in intensity, aud 
flashes of lightning, combined with the 
weird crash of falling trees, added to 
the terror of the people of the town. 
When the wind had become a gale, the 
roofs of the less solidly built houses be­ 
gan to be carried off, and occasionally 
the boom of falling walls would lend 
variety to the horrible concert of the 
elements. 
“ A majority of the houses in the col­ 
ony are frail structures of wood, and to 
such the wind showed no pity. Not one 
in live escaped damage, and at least one 
in three was destroyed, either by wind. 
fire or the floods of water which over­ 
flowed the streams. 
In many cases the 
inhabitants of these bouses were killed 
in the ruins. 
At the time we left 
Bridgetown the telephone aud telegraph 
poles on the island were all down, and 
it was impossible to obtain accurate 
data as to the loss of life or the damage 
to property. It was estimated at the of- 
I 
flee of the colonial secretary that at 
least 150 persons bad been killed on the 
island of Barbados alona Near Bridge­ 
town 40 deaths were registered on the 
day following the storm, aud the hos­ 
pitals were crowded with victims who 
had been injured.”

osyllable designating a trooper who dis­ 
tinguished himself at Las Guasimas. 
After the first rush forward, when the 
rough riders were fighting frontier fash­ 
ion. this particular private was heard 
between the sounds of the guns to re­ 
peat to himself in unwearying iteration 
a formula of words which, altogether 
meaningless at first, became simply a 
jumble of sound as the words came 
faster aud the tone grew louder. 
Finally it reached the vocal consist­ 
ency of the word quoted above. 
Those 
near the utterer of the mystic tones 
opined that he was saying his prayers 
in Greek. He did not, however, appear 
to be in a panic, but cheered himself on 
with the strange word, for the faster 
aud louder he shouted the more fiercely 
did he fight. When the battle was over, 
several curious companions waited upon 
him with the intention of finding out 
the secret. 
Each had a try at repeating 
the sound, but the originator of it failed 
utterly to recognize it.

As the near­ 
est Spanish fire was directed from a 
spot fully a third of a mile away it is 
not supposed that lie added appreciably i 
to the day’s caruage.

Rico for HO years and is one of the 
wealthiest and most influential men in 
the country, though not a Spaniard, 
wrote me a very interesting letter the 
other day alsjut the condition of affairs 
down there,” said Mr. B. E. Sinclair 
of Philadelphia at Chamberlin’a, in 
spirit of | Washington, recently 
Here is an ex­ 
tract from this letter: 
With regard to the management of 
this island by the United 8 tat es, the 
case eau l>e placed iu a nutshell. 
The 
people are easily governed, but are ex­ 
citable and impulsive, 
ignorant aud 
somewhat lazy. 
They require kind but 
firm direction. 
They are quite incapa 
hie of governing themselves; the Ameri­ 
cans must take the direction of affairs 
in their own banda. While giving free 
scope to the insular congress aud au 
(borities, the Americans must control 
and advise and frequently insist. 
To 
Immigrant” is a trooper j continue and increase the prosperity of 
the island aud maintain the peace and 
security it has always im joyed the prin­ 
ciples and will of the Americans most 
not only predominate in military affairs, 
but also in fiscal and administrative 
matters, aud, above all, in police ar­ 
rangements. 
It is absolutely necessary 
for the peace and safety of the island 
that there should be established through 
ut the island a nicked bodv of men. a 


large majority of whom should be se­ 
lected from the United States army; 
The officers of this “ patrol regiment” 
from the colonel down should all be 
Americans, at least until by precept and 
example the native soldiers who might 
from time to time be admitted bad learn­ 
ed to fulfill the duties of mieh a responsi­ 
ble body of men. 
This boily of men 
should be spread all ovor the country 
in groups of more or less numbers, an 
circumstances require, ami should be in-, 
trusted with all kinds of police and in ­ 
formation duties and when called upon 
to assist the local police forces. I have 
had the good fortune to be able to point 
out these and other matters to Generals 
Miles, Wilson, Stone and other United 
Stutes officers, on which these gentlemen 
w ill be limbing good use of their oppor­ 
tunities to get full information, and the 
gentlemen who may be appointed by 
the United States government to carry 
out the idea w ill get every assistance 
from all the respectable inhabitants of 
the island. For myself, I need only say 
that I ani always at the command of 
persons whose object is to improve Porto 
Rico in any and every respect. — Wash* 
mg ton Post.

Perhaps the most important informa­ 
tion brought over by one or two of Colo­ 
nel H ay’s fellow travelers on the Teu- 
! tonic’s recent trip, who have had excel­ 
lent opportunities for obtaining infor­ 
mation in Great Britain and on the con­ 
tinent, is that Colonel Hay knows now 
the chief reason why Germany has been 
hovering like a seagull over the islands 
of the Philippine archipelago, ready to 
pounce upon some one of them, if good 
opportunity for doing that should offer. 
As the information conies from high 
diplomatic circles in Great Britain it 
cannot be possible that our next secre­ 
tary of state does not now know of it. 
Two or three years ago, perhaps a lit­ 
tle while before Germany made its suc­ 
cessful demand upon China for certain 
lights and opportunities upon the Chi­ 
nese coast, word was brought to the 
German court that one of the islands in 
the Philippine archipelago contained 
vast deposits of coal of a quality almost 
equal to the best Welsh coal. 
It was 
also said that this island had a good 
harbor and that coal mines were not 
far distant from it. 
It was known in 
Germany as well as in Great Britain 
that there were deposit* of coal in a 
number of the Philippine islands, but 
the impression was that most of it 
was of poor quality, not suitable for 
producing high steam power and only 
available for commercial purposes after 
it had been treated by processes which 
would make its use rather expensive. 
For years vague rumors have been 
brought to the ears of the English, Ger­ 
man and other sailors that, while most 
of the coal in the Philippine group was 
poor, some deposits were of the best 
quality aud were practically inexhausti­ 
ble. Nobody believed these reports, for 
when the question was asked, “ Where 
is the island upon which these coal de­ 
posits are to be discovered?” only the 
most vague answer could be given to it. 
The island is somewhere. 
Some of the 
natives knew where, bot that was not 
a satisfactory response, In view of the 
fact that the Philippine group contained 
some 1,200 islands, big and little. 
However, the Germans must have got 
two or three years ago information 
which led them to go upon secret bot 
persistent exploring expeditions throngh 
the group. 
They sailed in aud out of 
the archipelago, going over almost un­ 
beaten pathways of the sea, made in­ 
quiries, and, it is now understood, at 
last found tbs island which contained 
coal exactly as the glowing reports had 
described it. That information the Ger­ 
mans have kept to themselves. 
If the 
insurgents of Luzon know where this 
island is, they have, so far us is known, 
revealed the information to no one. The 
belief is that Admiral Dewey, not long 
after he took his position in front of 
Manila, heard of this valuable deposit— 
valuable certainly to a commercial and 
naval power. 
He is also presumed to 
have suspected that Germany’s chief 
object iu tho peculiar aud irritating 
policy which was adopted from the 
time that the Spanish squadron was de­ 
stroyed by Dewey was not so much to 
make trouble for the Americans < r to 
aid Spain in any direct way as to get 
such advantage as would make it possi­ 
ble to obtain possession of this coal pro­ 
ducing island. 
The information, which 
comes by well informed men from 
Great Britain, is that our own govern­ 
ment, or, if not the government, Ameri­ 
can enterprise, is seeking to discover 
which one of the islands of the Philip­ 
pine group this coal prtsiucar is. 
It is therefore believed in Great B rit­ 
ain that the maneuvering aud m ysteri­ 
ously irritating methods of the G er­ 
mans in Philippine waters are to be ex­ 
plained solely by the desire of the em­ 
peror aud his court toobtuiu not merely 
a coaling station, but a coaling station 
which is within convenient reach of a 
tine deposit of coal as good as that fa­ 
mous bituminous yield of the Welsh 
mines. It needs of oourse no demonstra­ 
tion to show the value of such a posses­ 
sion for Germany or any other nation 
which seeks large influences with re­ 
spect to the trade of Asia. 
Thanks to 
the policy of that sailor statesman, 
Dewey, Germany has fouud no pretext 
by which she would be enabled either 
to seize the island or to take advantage 
of any secret understanding which many 
diplomatists are convinced was leached 
with the Spanish government with re­ 
spect to a coaling station in the Philip* 
pine gioup.—Holland iu Philadelphia 
Press.
